New Tron, August 13.—There is such gen- 
eral interest manifested in the affairs of the 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas Rallroad that a re-

The 
impression is created that this is just what he 
wants, but the fact that the company is again 
in the hands of receivers indicates that hig 
former trusteeship was not exercised wisely, 
and if the company had then been properly 
reorganized the security bondholders would 
not now be in their unfortunate position. 
Mr. Peckhbam’s advice to Mr. King lays him 
open to the suspicion that de is looking out 
for the lawyer's fees, as his policy means long 
litigation instead of a speedy reorganiza- 
tion. 

Nothing could have been more unfair,“ 
said this banker, ‘‘than Mr. King’s statement 
of net earnings, when he makes it appear 
that the northern division earnedin January, 
February and March about $250,000 surplus 
while the southern division ran behind operat- 
ing expenses about $20,000. Everybody 
knows the dilapidated condition of the M., 
K. 4 T., when it went into the hands 
of the receiver; that the weather in Texas last 
winter was the worst in its railroad history, 
and that work was done under the most un- 
favorable conditions, and, therefore, was 
very expensive.

Therefore, it ig 
not only unfair but most deceptive to present 
statements under these conditions and claim 
six-sevenths of the net earnings of the north- 
ern division and only one-seventh for 


the southern division. Take the 
same month’s earnings on a nom- 
inal basis of operating expenses— 


sav 65 per cent. which it will be when once 
the road is in good order—and apply the rec- 
ommendations of the committee which has 
just made its report, and it will be found thas 


the Northern division earned about three-fifths 
to the Southern division's two-fifths, which ts 
very different from six-sevenths and one- 
seventh. Ithink Mr. Enos is somewhat out of 
the way in claiming 50 per cent for the South- 
ern division, but he is much nearer being cor- 
rect than Mr. King. Mr. King characterizes as 
most extraordinary the receivers getting con- 
trol of the Kansas City & Pacific Roadand the 
Court ordering it. Extraordinary conditions 
demand and justify extraordinary measures. 
We, as holders of both classes of bonds, 
approve the action of the court In this matter, 
as we understand it gives the Missouri, Kan- 
sas & Texas the advantage of an independent 
entrance to Kansas City, and also the shortest 
line to the gulf over forty miles (which, 
reason of the interstate law, is of great benefit) 
and it also makes the shortest line to Mexico, 
from which place a large ore traffic is devel- 
oping tothe smeiters in Kansas City. Mr. 
King does not claim that the Missouri, - 
sas & Texas is injured by the new acquisition, 
only thatit is extraordinary. This matter, 
no doubt, was well considered by those In 
charge of the operation of the road. 

What do you think of the prospects of re- 
organization?’’

ALL FLOODED. 


The Railread Tracks West of Kansas City 
Under Water. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcu. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug.13.—Thecountry be- 
tween Topeka and Kansas City is fooded and 
consequently all the trains from the West this 
morning were delayed and nearly all the main 
lines weré under water. Roundabout divisions 
and detours were taken lu order to arrive in 
this city. None of the trains were stalied. 
The Santa Fe Railroad suffered the greatest 
damage. Ten miles this side of Topeka the 


road is completely washed away and at 
Prairieville it has no track at all. The trains 
came in over the Union Pacific track, which is 
the only one left intact by the storm between 
Kansas City and Topeka.

Thirty-five Buildings Burned—Heavy Loss— 
Fire-Bugs at Wheeling, W. Va.—Attempt 
to Destroy Valuable Property—Car Works 
at Huntingdon, Pa., Destroyed—A Costly

Samu FRANCISCO, Cal., August 13.—News has 
been received here thatafire broke out at 
Truckee, late yesterday afternoon,and burned 
thirty-five buildings in the business portion 
of the town. The flames were first discovered 
in the residepce ot Engineer Dilley. The 
Southern Pacific Railroad Co.’s fire train, 
which was stationed at Summit, was dis- 
patched to the scene of the conflagration 
and lent much assistance in suppressing the 
fire, Among the buildings burned were the 
public school- house, two churches and the 
American Hotel.

The 
citizens of Truckee have lately been ridding 
the town of questionable characters, and the 
impression prevailed that the fire was started 
by incendiaries. What little news has been 
received from the unfortunate town does not 
confirm this theory.

THE HAYTIEN REVOLUTION. 


Later Details Regarding the Attack on Port · 
au- Prince. 


By Telegraph to the Posr- Darren. 

NEw YORK, August 18.—The war in Hayti, . 
is expected, will be abandoned during the 
summer season. Gen. Legitime will continue 
to hold the capital of the Republic, while 
Gen. Hippolyte, leader of the Northern party, 
has been compelled to abandon his fortifica- 
tions near Port-au-Prince and has retreated 
tothe North. A decisive and bloody battle 
was foughta few days ago, not more than 
three miles from President Legitime’s palace. 
The loss was heavy on both sides, but ac- 
cording to the cablegram received yesterday 
from Port-au-Prince by Haytien Consu!-Gen- 
eral Desiandes, Hippolyte’s was the larger. 
Hippolyte has succeeded in marching bis army 
towards the southern part of Hayti, captur- 
ing little fortifications at different points along 
bis route and had gone into camp at Lacro!z- 
de-Koqguet, a vi eten miles due north from 
Port-au-Prince. e had about 10,000 men, 
fairly well equipped, including a small force 
of artillery, composed of gatiings and !:0 w!tz- 
ers. pitched about July 20, when 
pos Sars Any and his generais decided to send 
out-posts in the di lon of Port-au-lrince 
to ascertain, if possibib, the exact strength of 
the Southern army. The out-posts consisting 
of companies of infantry, reached Drouiliard, 
a bout three miles from Port-au-Prince, while 
the main foree,. under Gen. Hippolyte, 
continued to en camp life at-Lacroix-dé 
Roquet. Legitime called out his reserves, lu · 
cluding everybody able to carry a gun. Very 
many of his men were not uniformed. Com- 
panies were pushed to the front rapidly and 
daily skirmishes between the outposts of the 
two parties took place until the rainy season 
setin.

MR. J. W. ALEXANDER 

of Gallatin, Mo., was the chairman of a com- 
mittee that went over our books and that com- 
mittee reported that the company would be 
able to go ahead on a safe business basis if the 
members would pay up their assessments. 
We are $20,000 behind, but we have $50,000 of 
assessments which have not been made yet, 
80 when we levy and collect them we will not 
be in a bad condition. Itbink the report of 
this committee will re-establish the confi- 
dence of the members in the association, and 
from this time forward we will have no 
trouble. We bave between 5,000 and 
6,000 members in the State, and when 
they read the report of the committee 
they will pay their assessment e, I think. To- 
morrow is the day the assessments are due. 
They have been coming in very well, but we 
cannot tell until after to-morrow how we 
stand, This fs not like an insurance company, 
we don’t do business on acapital. As long as 
the members have confidence in the associa- 
tion we are all right, but if they stop paying 
of course the business stops. The whole 
trouble is that Doan has been trying to get 
our members, and the evidence of that is that 
extra inducements have been offered them to 
go Into the Galesburg ag tons oe hl .

THE FLACK DIVORCE CASE, 


The Decree of Absolute Divorce Annulled 
by Judge Bookstaver. 


lute divorce recently granted to Mary E. Flack 
from her husband, James A. Flack, Sheriff of 
this county, was to-day, on her petition, an- 
nulled, and all the proceedings had before the 
Referee were set aside. An order to this et - 
fect was granted by Judge Bookstaver in the 
Court of Common Pleas, on the divorced 


woman’s petition. In her 
she stated that she had 
applied for a divorce, and 
learned ofthe granting of the decree from a 
newspaper reporter. Senjamin Wright, who 
was ostensibly her lawyer in the divorce pro- 
ceedings, came to court to-day represented 

ex Judge Van Vorst and his affidavit, whic 
was read, offered no opposition to the motion 
to dismiss the decree. His sworn statement 
was in effect that he had been induced to con- 
sent to act as Mrs. Flack’s attorney dy Joseph 
Meeks, an old friend, who presented him 
with an authorization so to act, signed b 
Lawyer A. Morrell, counsel to the Sheriff. 
He had, however, never been informed of the 
appointment of Meeks or any other person as 
referee, and was in entire ignorance of the 
granting of a deeree of divorce until he was 
made aware of it by newspaper reports. In 
annulling the decree, Judge Bookstaver—the 
same Judge who granted it—stated that the 
developments disclosed a most remarkable 
state of affairs. His decision was made as 
soon as argument was finished. E- Judge 
Fullerton appeared in court and made an 
effort to advance argument against the motion 
to annul the decree, but the court refused to 
recognize his claims to appear. The judg- 
ment of divorce was against his client, and 
Judge Bookstaver maintained that he could 
make no objection to its reversal.

They will 
then be the only inspectors of grain on the 
east side whose certificates the receivers will 
accept and if Burks puts inspectors over there 
the certificates issued by them will not be 
recognized. 
ROBINSON AND CURRIB 

are expert inspectors. They are known to be 
suck and all the receivers have 
confidence in them. \They have been se- 
lected because they are experts and in placing 
them on the east side of the river, indepen- 
dent of Burks, the receivers do not mean to 
antagonize Burks but simply to have two 
capable men in charge of one part of the bus- 
iness on whom they rely. They are afraid 
that if Burks’ men go to East St. Louis the 
next Illinois Legisiature may repeal the spe- 
cial act and place the East St. Louis elevators 
under the Illinois board rather than have 
them unperthe Missouri State Board of In- 
spectors.

Itbink it would be a wise 
thing. I understand that theGrain Receivers’

THE LEGAL QUESTIONS. 

There are several legal questions involved 
in the grain inspection bill should its legality 
be inquired into by the courts. The reading 
of the billthree tithes has not been passed 
upon by the Supreme Court since the 
adoption of the present Constitution. It is 
claimed that the grain bill was read only once 
in full and twice by its titie in the Senate. The 
Merchants’ Exchange by its charter granted 
in 1865 by the Legislature is authorized to in- 
spect all the grain coming to the St. Louis 
market as well as that stored in elevators. 
The new law seeks to annul this 
provision. It is claimed by those 
who have examined the subject, that the in- 
spection of grain for the purpose of getting 
at its market value, is not a police regulation, 
hence cannot be treated as such by the Legis- 
lature, and that this authority to inspect 
cannot be divested of the Exchange under the 
guise of a olice power. he authority 
sought to be given the Circuit Courts to grant 
the elevators license is questioned. The 
authority to grant licenses by Circuit Courts 
is not authorized either by the Constitution 
orthe law defining their power and duties. 
This authority is vested in another branch of 
the Government. 


PROHIBITED BY THB CONSTITUTION. 
The act is said to be specific, 
and it applies to elevators of 30, 000 
bushels capacity andover. Elevators of less 
capacity and e grain stored in them are 
exempt from the operation of the new act. 
Elevators with a capacity of 49,999 bushels or 
less can be erected all over the city and State 
and can be carried on without inspection. The 
grain dealers and millers are in favor of test- 
ing the constitutionality and legality of the 
law. The members en d in other , ocoupa- 
tions are indifferent in tne matter. 

That the law will be tested on the ints 
herein named and others there is no doubt. 
The term of office of the present Grain

Hammond yesterday morning experi- 
mented with the ‘‘elixir of life’’ upon four 
patients. His drug was mixed from the 


glands of a sheep killed forty minutes before 
eriments were made. The liquid that 
the wine glass on the laboratory ta- 
ble was of about the consistency of water, 
limpid and opalescent, and had a pearly iri- 
descent look when held toward the light. 
Taking out of its satin case a small hypoder- 
mic syringe of thirty minims—about 3 

acity, the doctor put the end of it 
e glass of elixir and, 
filled it full of the 
mixture. Then the needle-like nozzle was 
screwed into the syringeand the first subject 
There were four of them. 
No. 1 was a man 62 years old. He was a victim 
of muscular rheumatism of his left arm that 
prevented his raising it above his head; de- 
sides giving him a great deal of acute pain. 
His well arm was bared tothe elbow and the 
doctor with his left hand pinched up a bit of 
the skin between his thumb and forefinger 
and ran the needle of the syringe in under the 
skin ahaifinchorso. Then the piston of the 
syringe was pressed and 
of the elixir, 


was squirted into the rheumatic circulatory 
system. His ar is much better now, and he 
can use it as well as ever. 
ing the injections made every two or three 
days forafortnight. Patient No. 2 was a man 
63 years old, who had some sort of heart

His trouble is a sort of ner- 
prostration. He is a black-bearded 
man of 6 and has led a very active life. The 
fourth patient to have the hyperdermic needle 
stuck into his arm was 33 years old, suffering 
from impotence resultant, probably, from in- 
somnia, of which he is also a victim, He had 
not very much to say about the effect of the 
elixir upon himself, only that he felt a great 
deal better in every way. This was the last 
patient treated.

, THE MARKS OF BOODLE. 

Members of the House of Delegates who 
have been asked to explain their votes on 
the Branham gas ordinance have been in- 
clined to treat the subjectlightly. If they 
have not had the courage to defend their 
action they have given the flimsy and en- 
tirely unacceptable excuses that they paid 
no attention to it or thought it was all 
right or voted for it because it was certain 
that it would receive a majority. 

The confession that a legislator would 
vote for a bill placing the city under an 
enormous obligation without attention to 
it or without understanding it, or simply 
because others expected to vote for it, is a 
shameful confession. The guilt attaching 
to such careless neglect of the city’s in- 
terests is only short of the guilt of corrupt 
collusion with the promoters of the bill. 

But the bill is so preposterous in its pro- 
visions that unless the Delegates can offer 
far better explanations than these they 
must rest under the gravest suspicion of 
betraying the interests of the citizens. 

The acceptance of such a bill with a 
knowledge of its nature on the part of a 
city legislator almost forces a conviction 
of his corruption or imbecility. The least 
that can be said for it is that the measure 
is utterly unbusiness-like and would not 
be considered by a private business man 
for an instant. 

The ordinance is illegal because through 
it the city enters into a contract for public 
work without having secured bids or hav- 
ing ascertained the actual cost of the work 
contracted for or whether the sum agreed 
to be paid for it represents that cost or 
two, three or four times the cost. 

The contract itself is so monstrous in its 
discrimination against the city and in fa- 
vor of the contractors that it is inconceiv- 
able that city officiais could accept it with- 
out considerations which would induce 
them to legislate against the city instead 
of for it. 

It obligates the city to pay 5 per cent on 
an indebtedness of $4,500,000 during a 
term of thirty years for a gas plant with- 
out guarantee as to the cost of the plant 
or a single definite specification of the 
work except as to capacity. The specifi- 
cations given are so indefinite that the 
city may be compelled to go to great ex- 
pense to put the plan in working order. 
The city is compelled to maintain the 
works, make repairs and improvements, 
and having expended the large sums 
needed for this purpose to pay $4,500,000 
for the plant at the end of thirty years. 
At this time the city will have paid $6, 750,- 
000 in interest. In case the city does 
not choose to purchase the plant it is 
compelled to pay over to the company 
one-half the sinking fund, which is ex- 
pected to reach the purchasé price of the 
plant. This will give the contractors a 
bonus of $2,225,000, in addition to the in- 
terest anda valuable franchise, with the 
possession of the works for thirty years. 
The contractors are permitted also to 
mortgage the plant, and thus indirectly. 
saddle a debt of $4,500,000 on the city. 

These are the salient points of the bill, 
which forces the city to enter the business 
of gas production at enormous disadvan- 
tage, at atime when the use of gas for 
illumination is threatened by destructive 
competition, and under obligations which 
may bankrupt the city and render the 
beneficiaries of the measure millionaires 
at the city’s expense. 

The bill bears all the marks of the

An Agent of the Fur Company Gives an Ace 


count of the Transactions of Past Years— 
Ore Sach Used in Passing the Skins 
Through the Custom-House—The Traffic 


URING yesterday 

evening Philip A. 

Greenwood of Boston 

arrived in the city 

rom Vancouver, W.

Greenwood has for the 

past three years been 

connected with the 

Alaska Seal Co., and is 

on his way to New York 

to consult with several 

of the officers. ‘‘In 

spite of all reports to 

the contrary,’’ Mr. 

Greenwood sald, ‘‘the 

number of seals in 

Alaka and on the Aleu- 

tian Islands has been 

ficreasing for several years past, and the 

number now in our waters is 

larger than it has been since 

1880. We cannot show anything like 

the quantity that existed at the time of 

the Russian cession, and for several years 

thereafter, but matters are improving, and in 

a few years, unless some unexpected change 

of policy takes place, the coasts will be as 

densely populated with seals as they have 
ever been. 

SEALSKINS IN ORESACKS. 

»The reason for this increase is the great care 

that has been taken to preserve the seals. At 

first, it must be admitted, poaching, Killing 

out of season, and destroying more than the 

number of seals allowed by law, was looked 

upon very lenientiy by the representatives 

of the leasing company, and a great majority 

of the skins surreptitiously obtained found 

their way tothe company’s Warehouses and 

were paid for with company funds. There 

was some difficulty in getting the skins to the 

United States without letting the fact be 

known that the law was being violated. The 

miners came to our assistance, and by their 

ald we é@ucceeded in running hundreds of 

thousands through the cordon of United 

States officials at the United States ports. 

The mode of procedure was to place 

tightly packed bales of sealskins 

in the hold of an ore vessel, 


and cover them with old sacks. For the priv- 
lege of doing this the Alaska Co,, or at least 
its employes, paid the wages of the crew and 
the expenses of the vessel. In the early days 
of mining, when those engaged in working 
the quartz veins were very inadequately sup- 
plied with capital, to be relieved of the ex- 
ense of transportation was a very important 
tem, and they were more than willing to co- 
operate with the skin smugglers. On arriving 
at an American port,generaily San Fran- 
the papers of the ship would 
shown, stating that so 83 and 
so many tons of sacked ore were on board. 
Sealskine occupy only a small amount of 
space and many thousand dollars’ worth of 
furs could be carried without perceptibly in- 
creasing the bulk of the cargo. 
TRICKS OF THE SMUGGLERS. 

„When the vessel was being unloaded, some 
time would oe chosen, pe early in the 
morning or late in the evening, for taking out 
the packages of furs, and they would imme- 
diately be conveyed to some warehouse re- 
mote from the wharves. This once done, 
there was no further danger to be appre- 
hended and the skins could be sent off tc 
England for dyeing, without fear of any 
interference on the part of officere of the 
law. When extra precautions were to be 
taken, the skins were packed in small parcels 
each bundle placed in an ore sack and covered 
with quartz. In this case detection was prac- 
tically impossible unless every sack was 
opened and examined. The amount of this 
smuggling can never be known, as no ac- 
counts were kept, but to say that half a 
miliion skins have been surreptitiously sent 
to England by this scheme is much below the 
mark. That the Seal company was itself 
involved in this illicit trafile to any 
extent is not delleved, but that its 
agents thus enriched themselves unrebuked is 
well known to all who havé anything to do 
with the business. 

At the present time, however, this kind of 
snuggling is practically unknown. The ter- 
rible dimunition in the number of seals found 
on the Island where they previously bad been 
found in the greatest quantities, aroused the 
attention of the officers, and steps were taken 
to put a stop to illicit killing. Several patrol 
boats were engaged, the assistance of the na- 
val officers on the Alaska station was in- 
voked, a rigid inspection of the 
receipts at the curing grounds was 
instituted and ina year or two the smuggling 
trade, at least as far as the company s oflicers 
are concerned, came to an end. 

ILLICIT KILLING STOPPED. 

„This accounts for the large number of resig- 
nations that took place five or six years Ago. 
No prosectition was contemplated or even 
threatened, but scores of men saw thatin 
future they would hav content themselves 
with their salaries and were unwilling to sub- 
mit to exile for their bare pay. 

The — K of putting a stop to this 
Official poaching were at once felt. Within 
two years the number of young seals had 
nearly doubled, and the islands which had 
been nearly ater ped of animal life, were 
again covered by the bushing seals. This is 
the case atthe present time. The seals ae 
steadily incréasing, and if the same 
system of rigid exclusion of un⸗ 
autho hunters is kept up, the Aleu- 
tians will soon contain more than they ever 
did before. The sea otter, lam very sorry to 
say has almost disappeared, and it is doubt- 
fu if it can ever recover from the ruthiess 
siaughter which was inflicted “pee this most 
valuable of all fur-béeating sea lite.

FIVE CONDEMNED MEN. 


THE 


SHERIFF FLACK TAKES CHARGE OF 
MEN HE IS TO HANG. 


A Strict Watch Kept Over the Murderers to 
Hang on the 23d Inst.—Precaations 
Against Suicide or Escape—Some of the 
Men Hopetul of a Commutation—New 
Evidence Discovered. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEw YORK, August 13.—In accordance with 
law and custom the Sheriff to-day assumed 
personal custody and control of Patrick 
Packenham, James Nolan, Charles Giblin, 
Frederick Carolin and Jobn Lewis, the five 
murderers now under sentence to be executed 
August 23. The statutes provide that the Sher- 
t ot a county in which an execution shall 
take place must take the prisoner under death 
sentence into his own custody for the entire 
ten days preceding the day fixed for the 
final punishment. During these days 
the Sheriff shall hold and i restrain 
the condemned men and take every 
precaution to prevent their escape or any at- 
tempt atsuicide. He is required to keep a 
strict and continuous watch upon them and 
hold the five until the hour when he is to ex- 
ecute the sentence by judicially strangling 
them on the gallows. This is the first of the 
ten days yet left of life to these men and all 
the necessary precautions were taken pre- 
paratory to the Sheriff assuming his charge. 
At7o’tlock this morning Under Sheriff Saxton 
entered the Tombs, accompanied by two of 
hia deputies. They were met by Warden Os- 
borne of the Tombs prison, who bas just re- 
turned from a sick furlough in order to 
fulfill his function on this occasion. The five 
suits of clothes for which thé five prisoners 
were measured last week were then 
handed to their respective owners, together 
with a complete outfit of underclothing. 

Each man was required to strip in the pres- 
ence of the under Sheriff and put 
onthe new apparel, and was then marched 
to the apartments especially arranged for the 
death watch inthe northern corridor of the 
new prison. None of the men was permitted 
to take with him anything beyond 
books or trifling persona) effects, for the 
Sheriff being responsible for their safe keeping 
will omit no precaution to secure that end. As 
soon as all fle had gone through this pro- 
ceeding and they were housed in the waiting 
chamber the death watch was formally set 
upon them, never to be relaxed until they are 
marched to the gallows. Ten deputy sheriffs 
were selected for this arduous and un- 
pleasant duty. Lawrence Delmore and 
James Carraher went on’. first at 
8 o’clock, being relieved at 4 o’clock by 
Patrick Fitzgerald and Peter McGinniss, who 
at midnight will be succeeded by Daniel Doh. 
erty and Patrick Doonan. To-morrow the 
first tour willbe filled by John Osborne and 
Gordon Hay and the second by Geo. Weaver 
and Wm. Van Howton. At midnight the list 
will begin over again, so that the last tour 
from midnight on Thursday, August 12, until, 
after the execution will fall to Deputies 
Weaver and Van Howton. These men will be 
required to maintain a vigilant and untiring 
scrutiny of the prisoners, the rules laid down 
by the Sheriff being 

STRICTLY ENFORCED. 

Though the food intended for the con- 
demned is specially prepared in the 322 
kitchen, it must be carefully examined by the 
watch and in some instances the cook may be 
compelled to taste the dishes before they pass, 
for the law, having condemned these men to 
death on acertain date, is jealous that its 
mandate shall not be evaded or forestalied. 
With the exception of Packenham, who has 
no hope of pardon or commutation of sen- 
tence, none of the men seem to think 
that they will be hanged. Carolin and Giblin 
are buoyed up by the expectation that their 
counsel will be successful in obtaining for 
them a new trial, while Nolan and Lewis ap- 
goer to count on the mercy of Goy. Hill. 

ben adoubt is expressed they point to the 
fact that Adolph Reich was in the hands of the 
Sheriff’s watch for a week, yet he was finally 
reprieved, and so they cling to this last hope. 
A month ago it was just the same and though 
day after day is rapidly siipping away, four of 
the five look forward to an escape from the 
hangman’s noose. Now all they can hope for 
is a life term in prison and such a fate would 
be met with happiness, for life is sweet—even 
to them. 

If the courts or the Governor do not inter- 
fere there will betwo gallows erected in the 
old execution corner. The gallows that has 
served its purpose at the Tombs for many 
years will receive three of the condemned, 
and opposite ita new frame will be placed for 
the othertwo.

As the sentence must be carried out it is well 
to have aman of experience to conduct the 
details in order toinsure celerity at the last 
scene. But the coolness of this pro- 
fessional executioner is amazing to 
those who are not blunted by prison rou- 
tine and discipline. To Atkinson it is a mat- 
ter of mechanical science, no more or less. 
No visitors will be admitted tothe Tombs on 
Wednesday, Thursday or Friday of next 
week, for then the gallows will be placed in 
position. Only the priests and ministers who 
are attending the men under Coom will be ex- 
cepted from this rule.

HE contest for the Re- 
" publican nomination 
for Governor in- 
creases as the date of 
the nominating con.

He was Capt. Twombly’s close 
opponent a year ago, but finally got out of the 
way with the understanding that next year 
he would get the prize sure. Capt. Hull 
caused it to be conveyed to Col. Boe- 
son that Marshall County, by instructing for 
Wheeler, would endanger his chances for the 
treasurersbip. As they think more of an of- 
fice up that way than most anything else, 
this word was passed around, and as a result 
no instractions were given. A well-informed 
politician from that county states that as the 
result of this movement on the part ot Hull 
Marshall County is likely to divide her eigut 
een votes equally among the three candi- 
dates. Another one of Hull’s cute tricks is to 
prevent instructions in counties where he 
can’t swing the conventions for himself. He 
has done this iu a number of instances and 
has in that way gained for himself many dele- 
pees whe would have been compelled to 

ave voted for Wheeler but for this fine work.
